Rejecting capitulatory in- 
trigues of traitors who wanted to 
leave Madrid and did not believe 
in the possibility of holding up 
the enemy, Jose Diaz, at the head

Soviets Plan to 
Restore Treasures 


Ruined by Nazis 


(By Wireless te Inter-Continent News) 
KUIBYSHEV, March 30.—The Moscow branch of 
the Institute of Materia] Culture of the Soviet Acad- 
emy of Sciences, together with the Historical Mu- 
seum of the Soviet Union, are jointly planning the 
restoration this spring of historical buildings destroy- 
ed by the Nazis during their short-lived ocupation of 


territory in the Moscow region, it was announced here 


today. 
Their present task is to establish the extent of 
damage done to buildings, including monasteries, 


churches and cathedrals, and to determine which ones 
are capable of being restored. 


It has previously been reported, for example, how 
the Nazi vandals blew up the New Jerusalem in Istra, 
one of the most outstanding memorials of Russian 
church architecture. This monastery was built in the 
17th Century at the order of Patriarch Tikhon, and 
was restored in the 18th Century by the famous 
Italian architect Rasstreli. It constituted an exact 
copy of the Old Jerusalem in Palestine. 


Among the many other notable church memorials 
wrecked by the invaders—some, fortunately, are only 
partially wrecked—are the Joseph of Volokolamsk 
Cathedral founded in the 16th Century, a 15th 
Century cathedral in Mozhaisk, and a 17th Century 
monastery in Borovsk. 


Before wfecking the monastery in Volckolamsk, the 

Nazis stole a very valuable embroidered vestment 
dating back to 1558, and many ancient books from 
the monastery’s library.. Some of these books were 
found later by Red Armymen in a supply train 
abandoned by the fleeing Germans. 

A conference of specialists convened by the In- 
stitute of Materia] Culture and the Histcrical Mu- 
seum discussed at length whether it would be pos- 
sible to restore the New Jerusalem monastery, and 
decided in the affirmative. It will require, however, 
considerable time and funds. Various plans and dia- 
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grams of the monastery are now being collected to 


provide the basis for the restoration work, and as 
socn as snow disappears from the ground an army 
of builders, architects, sculptors and painters will be- 
gin an extensive program of restoration of this archi- 
tectual monument. 

In the meantime, plans are also being prepared of 
other buildings to be restored, and trained personnel 
are being selected for each job.

A Report from the Young 
American Writers About 
Their Hopes and Aims

poems, novels and plays still arrive in the mails, with

Another organization is the Young American Writers at the same 
address. I asked one of the members, Miss Katherine Peters, to de- 
scribe their activities, and her report follows:

“We are writers. We are progressive young American writers who 
make our living as janitors, research men, Herald Tribune reporters, 
waiters. cloak and suiters, office-wcrkers, and laborers. We are trade 
union members and student union members. We range in weight all 
the way from 96 pounds of honorary member to two hundred and 
fifty pounds worth cf workshop leader. Some of us are white: some 
of us are Negro; sqme of us are Japanese. We come from Tennessee, 
Kansas, Oalifornia, Austria, Philadelphia, Arkansas, Flatbush, Hun- 
gary, Chicago, Florida, Poland and New York for the purpose of de- 
tending the political and social institutions that guarantee a healthy 
atmosphere for the perpetuation of culture; to fight all forms of dis- 
crimination against racial dnd national minorities; to insist on the 
Gemocratic rights of education, freedom of thought and expression; 
to su trade unionism and all progressive organizations that fight 
fascism.’ (Quoted from our Constitution.) 

“Prom the Finnish Workers’ Federation comes Ensi Wirta, ‘a 
member of the International Workers’ Order, who has made several 
speeches to the City College ASU. Ensi has made a name for himself 
by touring the nation to deliver a series of educational lectures on 
Russo-Finnish War. j 

“Our white-haired boy, Bernard Evslin, started his 
actor in the Atlantic City Toy Theatre.
